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RUSSIA UBER ALLES 
RUSSIANS play all the sports Ameri­ 
cans do, except baseball and golf, which 
they term bourgeois games. The govern­ 
ment plays all the games and lays down 
the rules. In the past Russia has been op­ 
posed to international competition for its 
athletes. Coaches 
over there, 
however, 
have been ordered to increase athletic pro­ 
ficiency with the goal of annexing all im­ 
portant world championships for the Sov­ 
iet. 
Russia has served notice its athletes will 
compete in the 1952 international Olympic 
Games, the summer contests to be held at 
Helsinki, Finland, and the winter games at 
Oslo In recent competition in European 
events some Russian teams have done fair­ 
ly well, the Soviet squad winning an all- 
European track meet last year. Soviet ath­ 
letes hold a number of international rec­ 
ords, particularly in the heavy field events, 
and have some world skating titles as well. 
In preparing for the Olympic Games 
those Russian coaches must be on needles 
and pins. What if (horrible thought) they 
don’t win the championship? What if those 
terrible warmonger Americans come out 
first? In this country a losing coach loses 
his job. But in Russia the coach who doesn’t 
make good the boasts of superiority for the 
Russian people may lose his head. 


DAMNABLE REVELATION 
SPOKESMEN for the British socialist 
government are stuttering in their “expla­ 
nations’* of the disclosure that British Ma­ 
laya has sold 120,000 tons of rubber to Red 
China and 40,000 tons to Russia in nine 
months. Their speech impediments are 
understandable. 
No amount of socialist double talk can 
alter the fact that the British government 
is aiding the enemy to kill American sold­ 
iers in Korea by providing him huge quan­ 
tities of one of the sinews of war. 
This is worse than American sales of 
war supplies to Japan prior to 1941 when 
it was evident that Japan was preparing to 
use them against this country. The Reds 
are already killing American boys. 
Does the fact that there are only a hand­ 
ful of British soldiers in Korea, compared 
to 260,000 American troops, make it easy 
for Britain to add to the enemy’s power for 
filthy pay?

■ the doctrine that there are good countries 
and bad; that there are good dictators and 
bad ones. Stalin was a good dictator; Hitler 
and Franco were bad dictators. Chiang 
Kai-shek, during part of this period, was a 
I good dictator; then he became corrupt. 
The doctrine of perfection which Roose­ 
velt applied abroad, neither he nor Harry 
Truman applied in the United States or 
among the countries which we supported 
with our largesse. The Kefauver investiga­ 
tion surely disclosed numerous corruptions 
in our own country, to say nothing of the 
existence of a black market during the 
war which was not without some sanction 
! by official personalities. Some day, when 
: there is another dispensation, investiga­ 
tions will be made into the extraordinary 
earnings by public officials, during periods 
of high taxation, when most Americans can 
barely put away a dollar. 
However, that is not the point of this dis­ 
cussion, which is, rather, that when t h e 
United States needs and seeks allies, its 
measure must be their value to the United 
States. We have been led astray from that 
basic doctrine by the global baloney which 
is constantly being sliced for us. We are 
brought back to it by Gen. Douglas Mac­ 
Arthur, who in his testimony said: 
“The basic reason for the support that 
might be rendered to (Chiang Kai-shek) is 
. . .because the interests of the United 
States of America coincide with anyone 
who is opposed to Communism. It doesn’t 
necessarily mean that we approve of every­ 
thing he says or does. But it does mean 
that he assists us in our resistance to this 
world menace; and that any choice be­ 
tween him and Communism would natural­ 
ly resolve in his favor.” 
MacArthur knows, as does everybody 
who has worked in this field, that the Ache- 
son-Marshall-Truman policy on Formosa is 
unrelated to the needs and purposes of the 
United States but is a defensive measure 
Yet, the issue is so much bigger than 
these men, and as MacArthur has said, it 
is not dust that is settling on the soil of 
Korea but the blood of our sons. If For­ 
mosa is unnecessary for the defense of the 
United States, then there can be no reason 
for quarreling over this issue, but Mac­ 
Arthur holds: 
“A—It is my own personal opinion that 
the greatest political mistake we made in 
a hundred years in the Pacific, was in al­ 
lowing the Communists to grow to power 
in China. 
“I think, at one stroke, we undid every­ 
thing, starting from John Hay, through 
Taft, Leonard Wood, Woodrow Wilson, Hen­ 
ry Stimson, and all those great architects 
of our Pacific policy. 
“I believe it was fundamental, and I be­ 
lieve we will pay for it, for a century. 
“Q—What would you have done — what 
would you have advised, under the circum­ 
stances that existed back there in 1945— 
what would you have done? 
“A—I would have given such assistance 
to the conservative government of China 
as to have checked the growing tide of 
Communism. 
“A very little help and assistance, in 
my belief, at that time, would have ac­ 
complished that purpose, 
“Q—Would you have sought to have 
amalgamated the Commies and National­ 
ists—have gotten them together? 
“A—Just about as much chancp as get­ 
ting them together as that oil and water 
will m ix. 
* *Q— That was your idea at that time, 
too, was it not? 
“A —It would be then, and a I wa vs. The

prices—com ing on the heels of 
a “ rollback” program effective 
last M onday — Pickaw ay coun­ 
t i a n w ere taking the statem ent 
with tongue in cheek 
Bul 
W agner took that 
\ e n 
exam ple to illustrate his arg u ­ 
m ent. He declared: 
“ The beef pricing order end 
livestock orders are now in ef­ 
fect. Retail butchers are req u ir­ 
ed to post their ceiling prices on 
beef by June 4. 


“ CONSUMERS ARE entitled 
to see these prices and to 
he 
sure w hat they should pay for 
beef cuts. The prices are th r,se 
of the January level when all 
prices w'ere frozen. 
“ To establish this retail beef 
price, it has been necessary to 
reduce by IO percent the prices 
at which slaughterers m ay buy 
beef cattle. 
“There will be two further re­ 
ductions in livestock prices and 
in w holesale and retail 
b e e f 
prices so that by October first, 
consum ers 
should 
be 
paying 
around seven 
to ten 
cents 
a 
pound less for their beef, 
de­ 
pending on grade and cut, 
“At that tim e, livestock prices 
will still be around 125 percent 
of parity or 25 percent above the 
figure considered 
fair 
to the 
farmer in relation to the prices 
he has to pay. 
“ Right now, OPS is plating 
over SIO billion worth of com ­ 
mercial and personal services 
furnished by more than a m il­ 
lion establishments under 
a 
cfiling price r e g u l a t i o n . 
Known as ceiling price regula­ 
tion 34. the order became ef­ 
fective Wednesday.” 
Wagner said the new order 


would benefit the public by m ak ­ 
ing prices clearly visible in ev­ 
ery retail service place. E stab­ 
lishm ents m ust post their prices 
in a prom inent position within 
30 days. 
While 
substantial 
p r i c e 
changes, tip or down, are not ex­ 
pected to result from this regu­ 
lation, it retains the ceiling price 
provision of the general ceiling 
price regulati on, including the 
base period of Dec, 19, 1950 to 
Jan, 25, 1951. Service stores and 
offices in this area -must file 
their prices with the Columbus 
OPS district office.
